Auerbach. Ten “minutes later six po- 
licemen were scouring the city for wit- 
nesses wanted in the case. 

Her Attorney Appears. 

A- few hours later Sbarbaro and 
Klarkowski got in touch with Lester 
Bauer, Mrs. Averbach’s attorney, and 
arranged for her appearance. 

She was preceded by Bauer and L. 
B. Melnick, his agsociate, who again 
extracted the promise that the Shirley 
flat was not to be touched in the ques- 
tioning, and that no reporters were to 
bother her. 

At 10 p. m. Mre. Auerbach slipped 
into the building.and remained there 
until 1 a. m.. She had been sought 
since ‘Friday night.

Rebel rein- 
forcements have been ordered from 
Esperanza and San Andres to San 
Marcos, where they are expected to ar- 
rive tomorrow morning. 

Railway Tracks, Torn. Up. 

The reinforcements which are being 
sent from Vera Cruz likely will be de- 
layed in reaching the battle front 
owing to the fact that the railway 
tracks which have been torn up have 
not yet been repaired at some points. 
This afternoon news reached here from 
Gen. Moran, in command of cavalry, 
saying hig forces had left their trains 
near Apigaco and that he was hurrying 
to the aid of the rebels.

The insurgents seem to. be in 
possession of the mest mobile front, 
as Puebla is only a few miles south of 
Tlaxcala on the same railway, and 
thé forces there can be thrown’ into 
the drive against the presidential 
army. 

On the west Gen. Estrada of the in- 
surgent. seems to be holding his own 
against the federals under ‘Gen. 
Amaro. The federal: general military 
command appears to have miscalcu- 
lated. the strength of the Estrada 


forces.
